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1. The KID Metallurgical Combine at Jesenice each week produces 
six carloads of armored rlate (thickness unsvecified) which 
are shipped from the factory to Moistrana for final insvection 
and thence delivered to the Vojno Tehnient Zevod (“ar Technical 
Factory) in Kraguievac. 
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2. Approximately four carloads of specially hardened steel are 
manufactured aach week at the Combine for use in the production 
of bullets at the munitions plant in Uzice. 


3. Unspecified amounts of artillery shell easements, 80 mm. caliber, 
are shinned to the munitions niants in Uzice and Kroeujevac.

4. The Kamnik Gunpowder Factory produces six carloads of funvovder 
each week wh'ch are delivered to the munitions vlants at 
Ugice, Krarujevac, 2nd fare jevo. 
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
